num. From January 1,1SSG, to January 
1,1S92, the next six years, 2915 ciril ac- 
tions were commenced in said court; an 
average of 4SG per annum.

justice courts. Debtors take advantage 
cf the situation and appeal from the judg- 
ment of thfl lower courts (or no other 
pnrpr.Bft than to delay the payment of 
honeat debts. The present judges claim 
that they are doing all the work they 
can,.and if this be conceded a? a fact, 
the necessity for another judge ia im- 
perative, for the time being at least. 


TJTE kindergarten 
movement 
has 


grown rapidly in the past few years, bnt 
the supply ol such schools has not ex* 
ceeded.the demand. Thoughtful mothers 
have always felt the necessity of some- 
thing to bridge over the interval bet ween 
the nuraory and tbe school room, and 
thia has been better supplied by the 
kindergarten than anything else. There 
the little onea are eofa end happy, and 
this in itH-lf commends the system to 
the mother.

By kinder- 
garten methods the child's manna! dex- 
terity ia developed, his mind opened tn 
the workings of nature ia , animal aud 
vegetable growth and his eye trained to 
tbe perception of form and color, lie 
learns aucoaaciottsly, and the knowledge 
acquired under the guise of amusement 
seems to ba no strain upon the infantile 
brain. In an able and entertaining arti- 
cle on ''The Kindergarten Movement" 
in the January Century appears the fol- 
lowing: 


Of its moral effect on the .neglected 


children of our streets. one can • only 
quote the experience of San Francisco, 
where, of 9000 children from the crim- 
inal and poverty stricken quarters of tbe 
city who have gone through the free 
kindergartens of the Golden Gate aeRQ- 
ciation, but one was found to have been 
arrested, after careful inquiry and years 
of watchfulness over police court, prison 
and house of refuge records. 


A few noble-bearfed ladiea of Fresno 


have undertaken the task of establish- 
ing in this city a frea kindergarten for 
the benefit of the children of those who 
have not the means to pay for their tui- 
tion. Ia their'taking they should faave

by their courtiers and servants. There 
are also numerous and perfect specimens 
of the hideous Etone idols, and ol the 
altara on which human eacriGces were 
habitually offered. Long lines of cases 
contain elaborate collections of tho uold 
ornaments and barbaric jewelry which 
stimulated tbe avarice and the heroifm 
of the early Spanish invaders, and the 
exhibits include the f en tb erect robes and 
plumes, tbe hieroglyphic characters and

At least five of the 
seven commit t$t<uibn ere inclined to 
adopt this plan. 
The uioat weighty 


argument in its favor ii that it is lees 
expensive than inxkinf* nominations by 
primaries. The latter, however, has its 
Hupporiers, and net a few at lhat, said a 
prominent Democrat to mo yesterday. 


"I also have heard that the committee 


favored makiug nominations ia conven- 
tion, bat Lave not yet ascertained why 
thia plan iB preferred. If we were atill 
holding elections under the old law, I 
should perhaps prefer a convention to 
primaries, "Order tha old election law 
vote-buying was an easy matter and 
where tho conieat for a nomination was 
close a few bought votes turned the 
eoale. With tha Australian system it is 
difforant. 
Under it H . luucii more trust- 


worthy expression of tho choice jf the 
people cnn be arrived at, than under tho 
old law aad it ia preferable to tha con- 
vention plan for tho came reason. There 
in always a possibility of trickery in the 
choice of tlie dfllng^tes to ba voted for, 
and that conventions' can ba manipn- 
lated is generally conceded. 


"I am more thaa ordinarily inter- 


ested in the approaching municipal elec- 
tion and EO are a great many other 
Democrats. Oar plurality over the He- 
pnblicnna is only about fifty and ii we 
wish to secure a victory we cannot afford 
to make any miaiakeB. We must make 
a right beginning and continue doing the 
right thine till eleciion day, when we 
may leave th« r&flt to the votora. Of 
course, the moat important thine is to 
have flrat-claga men on our ticketj men 
of irreproachable character and recog- 
nized ability. I am confident that the 
forcing of objectionable men on nur party 
will result disastrously. Should there 
be any aUnrapt by a certain clique to 
run the Democratic campaign, it would 
result in alienating a large number of 
Democrats, who would no doubt readily 
join an independent movement, with re- 
sults which may bn easily imagined." 


Those views are shared by many 


Democrats and ure not infrequently ex- 
pressed with much mora vigor and ein- 
phasia tban my friend used. If the 
membprB of the Triangle attfimpt to 
force themselves on lh« party there 
will ba a serious defection in tha city 
Democracy. The leelinp of disguat at 
Triangle rule is general. Tbe paopla 
are tired nnto death of political scan- 
dals and the exiravaganca and brazen 
dirreRfirdof the law of He servants, and 
will eee to it that a different state of at- 
fairs ia brought abnnt when the tune 
comes. 


I have beard of no new candidates 


among the Democrats for city offices and 
of none at all among the Kapublicans.

There is no 
doubt, however, that thay will act as 
Boon as they believa the proper time has- 
come and I suppose they will do their 
beat to wipe one that - ecaly little plur- 
ality. It is stated, by the way, that 
Bart Alford, like Kahey, wantH a vindi- 
cation and is a candidate for the nomi- 
nation for trustee from hia ward. What 
is much stranger is the report that S H. 
Cole will not coma out as a candidate 


' for re-election. Is it possible that Mr. 


Cole haa not yet been persuaded to be a 
candidate again ? 


Aeasmblyman Jacobaon'a county gov- 


ernment bill makes important reductions 
in the salaries of most of the officers of 
this county. The salary of the county 
assessor, however, is left at its old 
figure, $4000. Of course there ia some 
reason lor this, but I don't know 
tht reason and haven't found any one 
else who doea. It seems tc me worth 
the trouble to enlighten the people on 
this point. Again, ^hy should the aa- 
flesaor'ejterra 
of office be longer than 


that of the other county officials? The 
cutting off of the allowance to the su- 
perior judges of $50 for stationery is a 
commendable economical measure. 


There seems to bo a painful lack of ap- 


preciation of the supervisors' brilliant 
stroke of economy in deciding not to 
erect a flag pole on the court hcase 
dome. In fact, many taxpayers are 
angry because the supervisors deci-'ed to 
save them $215 in that particular way. 
May not there be a deap conspiracy be- 
hind all this pretended pconomy, how- 
ever? IE it not possible that the board 
may appoint some good Democrat flag- 
holder, who e duty it shall he to stand 
apon the topmost point of the court 
house dome on holidays and wave the 
flat* of the hrave and the free, at 50 cents 
a wave? Let na not become wroth'at 
the board's economy just yet. 


The increasing tendency of life insur-

Three Hundred Carloads of 


Canned Goods. 


A YOUNG AND LIVE INDUSTRY 


More Than $300,000 Expended by 


tbe Cannery in the Two Last 


Seasons. 


Up to two years it was contended, on 


the part of San Francisco eaanera, that 
deciduous fruits grown hi Fresno county 
were not fit for canning purposei. It 
was alleged that the peacbee, apricots 
and pears lacked keeping qualities, 
caused, it was Bald, by irrigation. 
A. 


Luak & Ca. of San Fraiiciaco ureed 
that this was all a mistake and, three 
years ago, began tbe shipment of tbe 
green fruit to their cannery at San Fran- 
cieco, shipping in this manner over 200 
care of green fruit, principally peaches. 


Tbe canned product from this frnit 


proved GHtifaUctoty, but the large amount 
paid for freight, on shipping tbe green 
fruit to San Francisco, caused A. tusk & 
Co. to establish a cannery in tha city of 
Fiesuo, and an incorporation was formed 
under the name and styla of The Fresno 
Canoing Company. 
This corporation 


waa formed in tlie spring of 1891, and 
the ofucora of the company held a con* 
flu I tat ion with the officials of the South- 
ern Pacific company to Bee if rates could 
be secured to stimulate the enterprise. It 
waa explained to the Southern Pacific 
company that on all tho product canned 
the railroad company would naturally 
have to haul it to its market, and that 
BUgar.cane and other material wore neces- 
sary for canning purpoaea. The South- 
ern Pacific company met the canning 
people on tbe proposition and arrttaec- 
monts wore conBummateJ which en- 
abled the company to start and make a 
complete success of tbe business. 


Aa an instance of the business done 


and the hanefit to Fresno county a brief 
reeum«of the amour.tH paid for labor, 
material aad fruit during the seasons of 
1891 nod 1S92 is given here. The canned 
fruits of Fresno have now established a 
reputation 
throughout 
tbe 
country 


second to .10 other fruits on the toast; 
eo much so, that wherever the canned 
fruita turned oat have 5:0119, many com - 
^liiueotary letters bnv« heen received 
iiuhly complimenting tbe quality. 


Tho cannery has conducted a cash 


jnsinesa «nd owes no farmer or pro- 
docer a single cent. At first, however, 
some difficulty was expsrisacsd in edu- 
cating tho producer up to the fact that 
t paid to raise a better grade of fruit, 
many of them thinking that a cannery 
takes their entire product, instead of 
which a cannery can only use to advan- 
tage the beat quality of fruit, and it pays 
.he producer to thin hia fruit well, 
;hereby makiug up in quality what is 
.asking in quantity. 


A cannery that packs all classes of 


fruit and accepts atrgradeB irreapactivo 
ofeiza and quality, would very soon

Packing company sold five carloada of 
packed raisins through Hobba & Parsons 
at 2)<i cents per pound, leas a commis- 
sion of 2>£ per cent. Napoleon Vieu 
sold packed raisins to J. K. Armsby at 
'iy, cents per pound. The Oleander 
packing house soid several carloads to J. 
K. Armsby at 2^ cents. Noble Brothers 
sold five carloads at 2>i cents. 


These prices of course left little or 


nothing to the growers. Notwithstand- 
ing thia (daughter the market has re- 
covered and raisins are sailing today, by 
tbe 
parlies who bought them thus 


cheaply, at prices considerably above 
tb i combination rate of -l}^ cents In tha 
sweat box. 


The sacrifice was mede because ready 


money was urgently needed. Those who 
could afford to hold their goods will now 
reap the benefit.

HIGH SCHOOL SENATE. 


8BNATOEHUNGER'S IMMIGRATION 


BILL DEFEATED. 


Hia Objections to Foreigners IE 


Cholera—Able and Fanny Argu- 


ments Presented. 


Promptly at 7.30 last evening Presi- 


dent F. M. Lane of the Fresno High 
school senate called that body to order. 


Secretary King read the roll call, each 


senator responding with a quotation 
from Tennyson. Twenty-seven members 
were present. R. A. Rntherfoid was 
unanimonsly elected a member. J. J. 
Vincent's name was proposed for mem- 
bership. 


Tha second reading of Senator Mon- 


ger's immigration bill was declared in 
order. The following is a copy: 
" Wherens, Foreign immigration to the 


United States, which has 
heretofore 


Qoen unrestricted, has increased to an 
alarming extent; and 
" Whereas, Tht>greater number of these 


immigrants ara paupere, criminals and 
outlaws oi foreign lands, and persons 
who ato a detriment to any i ominunity; 
and 


"Whereas, many of the;e men being 


ignorant persons, incapable of becoming 
:lDdent workmen, will largely belong to 
:heclass Known as unskilled laborers; 
and 


"Whereas, Unless restrictions aio 


placed upon foreign immigration, the 
supply of unskilled laborers will exceed 
the demand for them, and thus lower 
their wages; and, 


"U'htraas, The lowering of wstes paid 


io laboring men will lower their stand- 
ard of living and deprive them of tto ad- 
vantages they now enjoy, including 
looks, lectures, and the education of 
their children, which tend to raise the 
moral and intellectual standard of tho 
)cople; and, 


"Whereas, We believe that low wagOH, 


coupled with a* low moral standard 
tmong the people, would cause dissatis- 
action with the government and be a 
detriment to the prosperity of tho na- 
ion j therefore, 
"Be it enacted by congress assembled 


that, upon and after June 1,1793, no im- 
migrant shall bo admitted to the United 
States between the ages of 12 and 55 
,'eara unless he can read and write freely 
lia native language; nor shall a person 
above the ago of 65 bo admitted, except 
as a member of: a family coining 


"No immigrant shall bo admitted to 


ho United Slates unless he possesses 
ilOO in United States currency, or its 
equivalent, except that the head of a 
amily utuy bring or Eend for other 
members of his family. In this cage the 
iead of the family, or the immigrants, 
must possess ?-5 for each member. 


"AH intondiDg immigrants must bring 


certificates from a United States consul 
abrosd." 


Senator Munger, the originator of the 


till, then took the platform. He re- 
erred to foreign capitalists, who come to 
he United States to establish factories, 
>ecause they can realize a greater rate of 
nterest on" their money. These give 
anor to many native Americans. He 
xplained that criminals, paupers, etc., 
are not wanted in tins country because 
lere, as the laws are moic lenient than 
n other countries, they can better pis- 
heir nefarious schemes. Ho touched 
upon the wages for which foreigners will 
work. 


"Tnoso foreigners," " said he, 
"will 


abor for wages which P. native American 
could not uuleES he lowered his standard 
of living." 


Uo said that tho foroigns were the 


ones among whom the political bosses 
swayed their power, and trmt was the 
reaeoc why we have ao much corruption 
in uovornmontal affairs. 


Senator Denny followed in a neat 


speech, lie referred to vast territories 
:hat are open for settlement, and con- 
;ended that It nould be beneficial fur 
the United States to have this country 
settled. Ho spoke ot Assemblyman 
Jacobaen, being a foreigner,,who fans in- 
;roduced tbe best bill that has ever been 
introduced into the legislature of Cal- 
ifornia—that of repealing Emll Bern- 
aard's county government act. 


Senator KoweH followed iu a well pre- 


lared speech. Ho spoko of most • of the 
ichopl districts of Fresno county gener- 
ally having a majority of foreigners in 
the board of trustees. 


Senator B. Cudwell spoke mostly of 


:he delects in drawing up the bill. 


Senator Dusenbury stated that he 


maw that nil the dives of tbe great cities 
are generally occupied byvDagoB. 


lie told of the great sway over politi- 


cal sffdirs that z'abst, the Milwaukee 
beer man, holds over that city. 


Senator Hughes showed the great repu- 


tation that Americans hnld abroad for 
civilizatiun, and wist good chances for- 
eigners have for securing homes in this 
country. He appealed to the conscience 
of the senators io voting upon this ques- 
tion. They should in no manner shut 
out a poor, pereecuted foreigner, who 
comes here to secure the blessings of a 
tiome and peace. 


Senator Mott thouttht that there were 


too many ways of evading the age and 
money qualifications. 


Senator B. Minor spoke of the foreign- 


ers introducing cholera iato this country, 
lie wished that, some provision nould be 
maue to restrict the immigration, and 
Senators F. Card well, Ellis and Fincher 
followed. 


Senator Monger closed the debate. 
The secretary then gave tha third read- 


ing of the bill, and it was voted upon by 
roll call. Tha vote stood &4 follows: 
Affirmative 12, negative 15. 


After the routine business hud been 


finished tbe senate adjourned.

CANDIDATES FOE CITY OFFICERS 


Dr. Leach, the County Physician 


Falls Oat With the Super- 


visor*. 


The number of people who believe th< 


city of Freino should either enter i 
higher class or adopt a charter ifl la 
creasing. There has been considerable 
talk on thii subject the put fair weeks 
aud BO far aa I have been able to observ 
the chatter proposition is considers 
with much more favor than the othe 
one. It will he remembered that one o 
the constitutional amendments voted on 
at the last general election provided fo 
the extension of the privilege of adopt 
log a charter to cities having a popula 
tion of more than 3500. This was one o 
tho amendments that carried, and is now 
law. As a large nnmbar of people, are 
interested in this matter I will give the 
amendment, which shows the manner o 
procedure for the adoption of a charter 
It ia known aa senate constitutional 
amendment! No, 14, and is aa follows: 


"Any city containing a population ol 


more than 3500 inhabitants may frame a 
charter for ita government, coneiatenl 
with and subject to the constitution ant) 
laws oi this state, by causing a board o! 
fifteen freeholders, who shall have been 
for at Ibftat five years qualified electors 
thereof) to be eluded by the qualified 
voters of said city at any general or 
special election, whoso duty it shall be, 
within ninety days aiter such election, to 
prepare and propose a charter for such 
city, which shall be signed, In duplicate, 
by the members af such board, or a ma- 
jority of them, and returned, one copy 
to the mayor thereof, or other chit)! ex- 
ecutive officer of said city, and the other 
to the recorder of the connty. 
Such 


proposed charter shall then be published 
1 in two daily newspapers of general cir- 


culation in such city, for at least twenty 
days, and tho firBt publication shall be 
made within twenty days after the com- 
pletion oi the charter; provided, that in 
cities containing not more than 10,000 
inhabitants such proposed charter shall 
be pnbllebed in one such daily news* 
papar; and within not less that thirty 
days after Bach publication it shall be 
submitted totha qualified electors of said 
city at ft gfineral or special elnction, and 
if a majority of such qualified electors 
voting thereat shall ratify the eam8> it 
shall thereafter be submitted to tho leg- 
islature for ita approval or rejection aa A 
whole, without power of alteration or 
amendment.1' * * * 


Fnrtherj "The charier so ratified may 


be amended at intervals of not less than 
two years by proposals therefor, submit- 
ted by the legislative authority of the 
city to the qualified electors thereof at a 
gouoral or special election." And "In 
submitting any such charter, or amend- 
ments thereto, any alternative articla or 
proposition may be presented for the 


» choice of the voters and may be voted on 
E separately without prejudice to others/' 


The advantage of a charter over the 


other way—reiiicorporatiiig aa a city of a 
higher class—Is that the people may 
adopt a system of municipal government 
beat adapted to the requirements of 
Fresno. It will hardly bo disputed that 
oar present system has in it ssv^ral 
grave defects and is not to the beat in- 
terests ofj the taxpayers. 
Tim board of 


trustees are, under the law governing 
cities of thia nlaas, the fifth, given too 
much power and are practically without 
restraint. To what evil ends this power 
may he used the present board of trus- 
tees have strikingly demonstrated. It 
has coat the taxpayers some money to 
learn the defects of our present munici- 
pal system, and a change for tha bettor 
would no doubt be welcome. They have 
it in-their power to make each a change, 
will they take advantage of it? 


Other serious defects could also be cor- 


rected with a charter, each as making it 
impassible to convert the police force 
and fire department into political ma- 
chines, separating as much as possible 
tha legislative aud executive powers of 
tbe city, etc. A mayor with the veto 
power wonld be a wholesome check to 
the municipal legislature. I have not 
looked closely into the law governing 
cities of tho fourth class, tbe class im- 
mediately above ours, and into which 
Fresno is by reason of Us population en- 
titled to enter; but it is in some respects 
better then the one we are working' un- 
der novr. It provides for a mayor and 
twelve couucilmeu, who receive no com- 
pensation; a collector, who is also a 
street commissioner; assessor, treasurer, 
city clerk, police lodge, city attorney, 
chief of police, superintendent of schools; 
and two school trustees to each ward. 


Tne Balary of the street commissioner, 


in cities of the fourth class, is not to ex- 
ceed $1500 per ammm, assessor {500, 
chief of police $1500, treasurer $300, clerk 
$100 per month, police judge $1500, The 
places and the salaries attached to them 
in the cities of the class to which Fresno 
belongs are too'well known to need men- 
tion. The sameadventagesconferied fay 
the By stem of government for fourth- 
class cities, however, could be provided 
for in a charter and others could be in- 
serted that are not found in the former. 
The matter is well worth c-trefol inves- 
tigation and discussion. Certain it ia 
that the time has cnme for Fresno to is- 
aue from its swaddling clothes- 


The interest in tho approaching munic- 


ipal election is still quite mild, though 
increasing daily. I predict a very lively 
election and a nignal defeat for th« 
bosses. There is quite a strong senti- 
ment in favor of a non-partisan, or citi- 
zens' ticket and, judging from indica- 
tions, inch a ticket will be put in the 
field. There are a large number of Dem- 
ocrats who are as much disgusted with 


w the high-banded and ahfimelesa methods 


of the Triangle as the Republicans—in 
fact, partitauism t.ati no figure in the 
matter. Condemnation comes from all 
parties and all sides and men who have 
in the past been the most subiRrvi«nt 
tools of the Triangle will at the coming 
election knife them. 


This gives the impression that the 


members of the Triangle will have the 
impudence to ask for a re-election; well, 
I have heard nothing to the c mtrsry. 
.Indeed, it has been stated positively and 
without the slightest degree of iranv that 
Boss Fshey intended to wk a vindica- 
tion at the hande of the voters and run 
again for the trusteeship for the Fourth 
ward. Concerning Trustee Alford'e in- 
tentions I know nothing definite. Me- 
too Cole bos followed Fahey and Alford 
no long that he will do aa they do. 


There will be a strong fight for the 


city asaeisorsbip. C. C. Lyon, who now 
occupies that office, will be a candidate 
for

"The peculiar part of it is that the Dem- 
crats and Independents who organized 
ie housa wore appointed chairmen of 
IB committees. Each committee has 
wo clerks, so that the friends of the or- 
anizsrs are well taken care of. 


'The Democratic legislature has bee'n 


nnsually extravagant.. Tho People's 
"arty and Republican party represeuta* 
ives have opposed this useless extrava- 
ance every time." 
Speaking of county division, Mr. 
acobaen said that the feeling in the 
egiglature was against it, and if the 
{vision committee recommendthat it do 
otpasa it will not pats. I am opposed 
o dividing the county and I am going 
lefore the committee to speak against it 
nd endeavor to defeat it. There hai 
jeen no organized effort against it.

Two Hindi of Pear*, 


It is remarkable that although new 


fruits come to the front every year there 
is not a pear yet that has been able to 
take the place of the Bartlett or the 
Scckel. Tho Bartlett is a European sort, 
originating iu England and named there 
William's Bon Curetien. It TVBS intro- 
duced into this country, and its name 
getting lost it was named Bartlott, after 
tho m.in in whoso garden it was when 
its excellent qualities were discovered. 
The Seckel is a native, a chance seeding, 
found growing near tho Schuylkill river, 
Philadelphia, and the original tree still 
stands and bears frnit. 


Tho Bortlctt is in season throughout 


September, the Seckel from the close of 
Septeniter and through October. These 
two kinds are Jio exception to tho rule 
that the quality of all pears increases in 
valno HS tho trees get older. Tfie fruit 
from a f nil grown Seckol pear tree, for 
instance, is far superior to that from a 
troo fruiting for tho firat time.—Practi- 
' cal Fanner.

Tlio Uawey System. 


The Dcwey system of cataloguing a 


library was devises by Mr. Mclvil Dew- 
ey, at present director of tho state li- 
brary. In it all books are classified into 
a certain number of principal subjects, 
which, in alphabetical order, receive 
numbers; for instance, astronomv may 
be i. Then the subjects are divided, 
and each divitsion, receives a decimal; 
for example, history may be 1; thus 
the history of astronomy is numbered 
1.1. 
Tho divisions are farther subdi- 


vided, and each subdivision receives a 
number eipfessing liundriidths. Books 
on tho history of astronomy in America 
might be 1.12. 


After these come, when necessary, 


further subdivisions still, and then, in 
practice, come the shelf marks, which 
show where tho hook is to bo fonnd.'. 
The s3-stem, theoretically, is perfect; 
practically it is cumbrous, nntl, except 
to ETie cataloguer, unsatisfactory. Adapt- 
ed in various ways, it is used in many 
libraries, however.—Now York Snn. 


A Small Legal Fee. 


The smallest fee ever taken by an Eng- 


lish counsel was sixpence, ihat fee hav- 
ing on one occasion been taken by the 
late Sir John Holkeh Barristers' fees 
were in olden times much less than 
those now paid. An entry occurs in the 
church wardens' accounts of St. Mar- 
garet's, Westminster, for 1476, showing 
that a fee of three shillings and eighth 
pence, with fonrpence for his dinner, 
waa paid to Robert Fylpott, counsel, 
learned in the law, for his advice.
